A MONTHLY  VISITOR 

Suggestions. — what  and  when  to  plant,  prune  and  spray 
— and  seasonable  offerings  of  the  many  varieties  of  Trees, 
Hardy  Flowers,  Hardy  Shrubs,  grown  and  distributed  by  the 
DeKalb  Nurseries. 

CLOSED  ON  SUNDAY 
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APRIL — We  all  look  forward  to  seeing  the  outdoor  flowers  come 
again;  we  unconsciously  look  for  them,  and  there  is  more  attention  paid 
to  the  planting  of  flowers  in  April  than  any  other  month. 

It  is  very  important  to  know  what  to  do,  what  to  do  for  the  Rose 
bushes,  for  the  flowering  shrubs,  or  what  best  to  do  for  the  evergreens. 

In  every  case  where  the  ground  has  been  covered  with  any  kind  of 
litter  or  manure,  dig  it  in  the  ground,  it  belongs  there,  it  should  never 
be  raked  off  and  burned  on  the  street,  and  wash  the  ashes  down  the 
sewer. 

The  mulch  that  has  been  on  the  ground  all  winter  should  be  turned 
under,  it  will  then  become  a natural  fertilizer,  in  other  words,  it  will 
become  plant  food,  and  all  plants,  either  Roses,  flowering  shrubs, 
evergreens  or  what  not,  must  have  plant  food  to  feed  and  thrive  on. 

This  also  applies  to  the  raising  of  a nice  garden  of  lettuce,  tomatoes 
and  cabbage. 

To  raise  good  sturdy  plants  and  produce  good  size  heads  of  lettuce, 
good  tomatoes  and  so  on,  there  must  be  plant  food  in  the  ground  for  the 
roots  to  feed  on. 

When  raking  up  the  lawn  and  garden  it  is  best  to  spread  all  dead 
leaves  on  the  open  ground  and  dig  them  in,  and  if  there  is  any  material 
so  rough  that  it  cannot  be  dug  in  the  ground,  burn  it  and  spread  the 
ashes  over  the  ground;  ashes,  are  a highly  valuable  plant  food,  never 
waste  them. 

Spray  all  fruit  trees,  clean  out  all  dead  branches  on  fruit  trees 
and  all  other  trees. 

If  the  grape  vines  have  not  been  cut  back,  do  it  now.  It  is  better  to 
cut  them  late  than  not  at  all. 

Unless  your  Roses  are  cut  back  already,  do  not  postpone  it  any 
longer.  Cut  back  all  Hybrid  Tea  Roses  as  well  as  all  Baby  Ramblers.  1 1 
is  best  to  cut  out  all  tiny  spindly  branches,  and  cut  the  good  strong 
shoots  back  to  about  8 inches. 

Do  not  cut  any  Climbing  Roses  till  they  are  done  blooming,  but  if 
they  have  any  dead  wood  be  sure  to  cut  it  out. 

At  this  time  we  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  our  supply  of  trees 
and  shrubbery.
